The states have adopted a variety of taxes and feea to charge 
the aaveml classes of highway users a fair and reasonable shore 

t;h-» ”-ie or tm* nighwaysi. Gi-nerally, the existence of a vari ty 
of taxes In the several states has created no serious problem, with 
th* single exception of the problem Involving heavy commercial 
vehicles traveling Interstate, which nroblem centers about the 
llustvents of the equ'ties between those states relying on fuel 
taxes ■»nd registration fees, md those which impose some type of 
third structure tax, directly related to highway U3e in the state. 

It la the position of the Governors’ Conference that some 
type ci vork'ng agreei ent among the states oust be developed, 
whether by uniform legislation, interstate compact or otherwise, 
which will preserve tha right of each state to devise its own tex 
system to Meet *ts highway finance needs and, at the same time, 
rov* " cooperat’vc method of allocating the taxation of heavy 
coBmerc'-l vehicles traveling interstate. 

Accordingly, the 46th annual meeting of the Governors’ 
Conference requests that the Executive Comn'ttee, or a special ccm- 
■ lttee e?!>: >, nted by it, undertaka n prompt review of methods which 
•ay b« authori.-,®I to accomplish the position stated above, end to 
re-'oracend tne respective aovernora e unVf'-'O or o worn of action 
for all the states, orior to the convening of the 1055 legislative 
session.

Piaaee accept my tbanha and those of my aeaociatae in the Internationai 
Brotherhood of Taametare - down to the last driver and helper member - for your 
dedicated and affective efforts toward greater safety on the nation's highways. 

We, hare at the Taametare headquartere, ere moat grateful to the 
Goveraora* Conference Committee oa Highway Safety and to you as Chairman, for 
yoar recant end forthright report on the “critical" traffic situation calling for 
racodification of motor vehicle lawa la many if not moat of the atatea in conformity 
with the Uniform Vehicle Code, 

It ie particularly gratifying and encouraging to the man-behind-the-wheel 
that your Committee, in ita 12-point recommendations, urged the adoption of “vehicle 
equipment standards contained in the Uniform Vehicle Coda." And, in thie connection, 
we should 11 he particularly to call to the attention of the Governors Section 12-220 (d) 
of the Code. This is the section which authoriaaa the parmieeiva uee of the four turn 
aigaala aa diaablamant flares “for the purpose of warning the operatore of other 
vehicles of the presence of a vehicular traffic haaard requiring the exerciee of unueual 
care ia approaching, overtaking or passing". 

Thie Code section, as you know, ie in conformity with the American Truch- 
iag Associations' “Recommended i-quipment Specification K-J" of 1955, which recom- 
maade that: “Turn signals shall he wired in such a manner that they will flash simul¬ 
taneously to iadicate vehicle disability.''
